Smith, of Toronto, wha is purchasing 
the horses for the contingent. 

The minister added that Col. Dent, 
who has been purchasing horses in 
Can2da for ihe past year for tha use 
of the British army in South Africa, 
gives the western horses a high cer- 
lificate and states that there is no 
ground for discrimination against ihe 
horses of the prairie. Moreover, Mr. 
Sifton gays, there has been no dis- 
crimination against the west in this 
connection. The government made no 
arrangemeat hy which horses were to 
be purchased only im Ontario; and -a 
considerawile number of animals have 
been bought west of Winnipeg. Prob- 
ably a considerable namber of range 
horses would have been taken if it 
were not for the difficulty of getting 
them inte proper condition far ship- 
ment at this time of the year.

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The meeting held at Indian Head on 
Wednesday evening, the 18th inst., for 
the purpose of discussing the subject 
of the annexation of a portion of che 
Territories to Maniiooa, and addressed 
by Hon. Mr. Roblin, leader of the Mani- 
ioba government, and Hou. Mr, Haul- 
tain, the premier of the Territories,, 
was probably one of the largest meei- 
ings ever held in the Territories, and 
developed intense interest. The diffi- 
culty amd delay excountered in mar- 
keting the enormous crop: in Easiern 
Assiniboia, hus caused a feeling of un- 
of the people who reside twenty to 
o fth epeople who reside twenty ito 
thirty miles from a railway point, and 
a, demand bas gone forth for betier 
facilities. Some advocate annexation 
to Manitooa as a means to that end; 
and the discussiva ‘his proposiiion pro- 
voked, led to an ‘nvitation being sent 
to the two gpvernmaut: leaders tt 
come togethec aud discuss the matter 
from their respec'ive sisudpoints. Mr. 
Roblic spoke ticst, and was followed 
by Mr. Haultain, who took advaniage 
the opporiunivy to state the policy of 
the Nocthwesi government regarding 
the question of provincial auvonomy. 
He outlined at leogith the terms de- 
manded by the Territories from ihe 
federal authorities ,as a basis for the 
formitio. of the Territories into a 
province. Mr. Roblin, in his reply, in- 
timated that in "he absence of annexa- 
tion, Manitoba might be disposed to 
charge higher railway rates on the 
products of ihe Territories passing 
through Manitoha to the seaboard, 
than her own people are chirged. This 
intimation to some extent. nullified the 
ood imptession which Mr. Roblin had. 

Mr. Roblin’s Proposition. 

Mr. Roblin ielivered aa interesting 

aildress and his presentation of his 


side of the case was well received. He ! 


was gald that this was a non-political 
subject, and a* e- hearing the respec- 
tive claims put before the meeting ‘tke 
people could decide -for themselves 
whether it was ‘o their interest to 
make a change in their condition or 
not. The natural question they would 
ask On "ing iavited to joiu a ‘pariner- 
ship with Manitoba was; What are 
your xssets and liabilities? What 
propertv have you got, and whai; is it 
worth ? and what do you owe? They 
had sevetal cources of revenue, among- 
st which w4s the interest at 5 per cent 
an the sum of $3,800,000.00, paid by the 
Dominion governmeat as a debt allow- 
ance. Then they had the per capita 
graat from tbe Dominion of 80 cenis 
per head, which amounted, to $193,- 
50U yearly. Then’ there was the in- 
terest on the proceeds of the sales of 
school lands which fund now amounted 
to $900,000. Tne total assets of the 
province were $28,000,000, made up of 
provincial lands, public buildings, debt 
allowance, &., and the total direct lia- 
bilities amounted .o upwards of $4,009,- 


00, leaving a net surplus of about |! 


$24,000,000. The province bad indirect 
liabilities amounting io $11,005,000, 
whith consisted of gu2,antees of rail- 
way ‘ehentures. These railways were 
selt--pppopting, agd/ the gupnantecs 
would never %¢ eaforced. The gov- 
ernment had encouraged the building 
of railways, leasing some and re-leas- 
ing them to ouber companies after re- 
taining 4 control of rates. They had 
also guaranteed railway honds, secur- 
ed control ot rates and. were proiected 
by merigages from any provable loss. 
The transportation question was ths 
great question in the West to-day, and 
Manitoba had solved that question tio 
a lirge extent by its vigorous rolicy 
and couseyvent reduction in rates. He 
would not mak: any distinct promise 
that railways would be built in the 
eastern poriion of the Jerritories if 
annexation were cousummated, bui he 
would guarantee that the same vig- 
orons policy would he pursued in the 
new territory as bad brought such 
great advantages :o Manitoba (cheers). 
M>. Hauliain Replies. 

Mr. Haultzia was then iniroduced, 
and O11 behalf cf the Territories, éx- 
tended a welcome to Mr. Roblin, who 
was present tor the purposes of dis- 
cussing the important question at is- 
sue. He thouga~ Mr. Roblin mighi ex-

} (Laughter.) LBefore proceeding to

be; would you be in a better position 
asia part of a wesiern province, under 
provicvial insiituiiens, than you would 


be as 1 part of Manztoba under similar 
institutions? Bear in mivd that the 
western provisce would have the same 
source of income that Manitoba has; 
The argumént was vot, would you be 
lbet<er off as a part of Manitoba than 
you are co-day under present condi- 
tions. That wss uot (be question at 
all. He took the position that they 
would be much better off under pro- 
vincial institutions hy themselves than 
they would he as a part of. Manitoba. 
The Northwest government has ‘een 
hlamed in certain quarters for fail- 
ing to construct railways and ‘build 
elevaiors. The charge was most ab_ 
surd, as such powers were not possess- 
ed by his government eveu if {they had 
the funds, which ‘hey had not. The 
best evidence that the Northwest gov- 
erminen and legislature were not eae 
isfied with present conditions was, that 
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which wou'd prchably be built within 


ee 


they were harmmering at .the doora of 
the government at Ottawa, and de- 
manding ‘o 'be admitted as a province. 
He thought we would be able to‘apply 
the remedy for these conditions better 
as a province ourselves than if we 
exter the province of Manito a. He did 
not wish to reflect on the ‘inancial 
position oi Majnitg@ba. It was suffi- 
cient to kaew that they had a idopbt, 
and the question was; Are you will- 
ing to take asbare of it? Wefare all 
agreed that transportation is the 
great problem; of the West and we 
iully believe toa* a nei, province win 
its populg’ion increasing, its .re- 
sources undeveloped, ils credit unim- 
paired and untouched, would be better 
able uuder our owr. provincial institu’ 
tions to do anything that Manitpba 
could do for us, as cheaply and as 
quickly. Manitoba has a debt, and to 
thas exieni ber borrowing powers are 
limited, whilst yours are unlimited. 
You would not get relief more quick- 
ly by joimng Manitoba. When parlia- 
ment deals with ‘his subject it will 
deal with all western questions at 
once. If thay place a portion of the 
Territories in Mauitoha, they .will at 
the saine session create a cew, pro- 
vince further to the west. Mr. Rob- 
lin’s propusition was pYattically the 
same as if your neighbor, witb his 
farm improved with buildings and 
fences aud roads, “ut with bs inevit- 
able mortgage, asked you, with your 
unencum, ‘re? farm, to go into pari- 
nership with him. The ouly advantags 
you would get would be an extension 
of the fences, the 10ads, and Qvher im- 
provements, but io do this a new mort- 
gage wceuld »>e teyuired and it would 
rest On the new portion of the far:n. 
Debt is not a bad thing im itself, but 
the question was; whecher assuming 
the other fellows Gebdi was a good 
thing.
